=> with the Care and Concerns of our 
Country at this important JunCure 
abroad, as to waken their Patrons at home into Circum- 
fpeétion and Vigilance, in the arduous Bufinefs they have 
‘employ’d them in. 

But in nothing more did Sir Thomas Roe excel, and ferve 
his Country, than in obftruéting and defeating the danger- 
ous Treaty of Peace and Commerce propofed by Spain to 
the Porte, and ftrenuoufly fupported by the Emperor, to 
ftrip us at once of all our Eaftern and Southern Trade. 
The Spaniards propos'd (among other Advantages) to furnifh 
the Turks with all European Commodities, at eaficr Rates 
than they had them from the Powers with whom they then 
dealt; and likewife to pay them a large certain Sum of 
ready Money yearly for Cuftoms inward, and to fupply 
them alfo by their owa Ports on the Red Sea, with all Sorts 
of Ea/t-India Wares and Merchandizes, with a great many 
other Advantages nearer home. ‘Tho’ this Affair was car- 
ry'd on with great Secrefy and Circumfpeftion, yetit could 
not efcape the Sagacity of our vigilant Ambaflador, who 
well appriz’d of the pernicious Confequence of it to his 
Country, rous’d up the French, Dutch, and Venetian Am- 
bafladors to oppofe it, mamifeiting tothem the Injury that 
would accrue to their refpettive Mafters if the ‘Treaty 
took Place. Th:ey join’d him, and inlifting under his Ban- 
ners, fubmitted the whole to his Conduét and Difpofition. 
He remonftrated to the Minifters of the Porte very ferioufly 
and fmartly upon‘it, a great many of whom the Spanih 
and Jmperial Agents had found Means, by large Gifts and 
larger Promifes, to corrupt and draw into their Meafurcs, 
which were publickly avow’d and countenanc’d among 
them; infomuch, that fome of them went fo far as to 
acquaint Sir Z4omas that the Propofals were approv’d of, 
and would foon be reduc’d into a Treaty: But he was not 
to be thus repuls’d ; he fet all his Engines at Work, and 
penetrated even into the Secrets of the Divan, and at laft 
got a Copy of the Propofals, on which he atade his Ob- 
fervations in Writing, and difperfed them among the great 
Officers of the Porte, whereby he fhew’d thein the Fineffe 
and Infincerity of the Spaniard, and the Impoffibility of 
their accomplifhing one half what they had fo pompoufly 

propos’d, and that confequently they meant nothing elfe 
than to amufe the Porte till they could effect and finifh their 
Wars in Europe, and be more at leifure to quarrel with the 
Turks. Here his Integrity flood him in great Stead, and 
contributed much to open the Eyes ‘of thofe which the 
Spani/b Gold had clos’d up: As he had never deceiv’d them 
in any Thing they regarded his Remonftrances with Atten- 
tion, which, with his indefatigable Pains and Application, 
, that the 
Agent tole privately away with great Shame and Difgrace, 
denouncing Vengeance againft Sir 7Zamas, and threatening 


entirely defeated the Spaai> Meafures ; infomuch 


The Spaniards often afterwards attempted to renew the 
Treaty, but Sir Thomas, who was too vigilant to be deceiv'd 
or furpriz’d, found Means always to detect and repulfe 
them: Hearing once there waga Spani/b Agent coming by 
the Way of Ragufa to renew the Propofals, he was deter 
min’d to nip him inthe Bud, and aren his Ani als for 
which he follicited very ftrongly, and, leaf the Miniter 
of the Porte might be preverted more eficdtually by —_ 
Gold, he made a publick Caufe of it, engag’d the Jui of 
his Side, and the Chief amofig the great Men ‘tite teow, 
who have a great Power in the Divan, and over the Mea- 
fures of the Court: He fuceteded fo far as to obtain Man- 
datory Letters to the Magiftrates of Ragu/a, to forbid the 
Approach of the Spanifa Agents, and their intermeddling 
in Favour of any future Agent that might come that Way 
to the Porte. ‘The Spaniard, thus defeated in al! his Mea- 
fures by the Wifdom of this great Man, endeavour'd to 
treat under the Influence of an Imperial Minifter, who 
was fetting out from Vienna to Conflantinople to negociate a 
Continuance of the Peace between the Emperer and the 
Porte. But Sir Thomas difcovering this Project likewife, 
procured a peremptory Order to the Bafhaw of Buda to 
acquaint that Miniiter on his Arrival there, that 2s there 
were fixteen Months of the Peace ftill to come, the Porte 
was fatisfy’d that Affairs fhould ftand in the fame Pofture as 
they then were in for fometime longer; and as to any 
Treaty with the Spaniard, that they were utterly averfe to, 
and refolv'd againft it. 

Thus, tho’ Spain was feconded in her Endeavours by the 
Emperor of Germany, who was then in a flourifhing Condi- 
tion, and Mafter of an Army of 150,000 Men, not only 
our Levant and Mediterranean Trade, but even that of the 
Eaft too, were preferv’d by the wife and prudent Conduct 
of this able Minifter, unviolated to our Merchants, who 
have thriv’d and flourifh’d in it ever fince, to the Honour 
and Benefit of the Nation, and great Increafe of the King’s 
is not hard 
to guefs: The little King of the Tova Sicélies eff-ted, fome 


Revenue; but how long-they may continue fo,

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from his own Houte and Family, and hed feveral Times, 
while at Carlifle, attempted to mt:e his E‘cape over the 
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Women, who weré to let him down by Ropes, but was 
prevented by the Rebel Guard. 

James Gordon, a Lad about.16 Years of Age (Son of 
Charles Gordon, and a Tenant of the Duke of Gordon’s) 
and a Lieutenant in the Trein of Artillery, was found guilty 
of High ‘T'reafon. 

Saturday, Ofober 25 

The Court fat for the ‘Trial of the Rebels. The Judges 
prefent were the Hon, Mr. Juftice Abney, the Ilon. Ni 
Juftice Fofter ; and the Hon, Mr. Baron Clive: When 
” Alexander Leith, a Captain in Glenbucket’s Regime 

Walter Mitchell, an Enfign in the Duke of Perth’s Re- 
giment, 

And George Ramfay, an Enfign in Glenbucket’s Regi 
ment, were tried and found Guilty of High Treafon 

Francis Farquharfon, Colonel of a Regiment in the Re 
bel Army; and James Stuart, Major in the Duke o! 
Perth’s Regiment, (iaid to be Steward to the Duke of 
Perth, at the Time of his engaging in the Rebellion) who 
were taken at the Battle of Culloden, and arraigned the 
2d of September laft, and pleaded Not Guilty, defired to 
withdraw that Plea, and pleaded Guilty: Submitting 
themfelves to his Majetty’s Mercy. 

Then the Court adjourn’d to Monday Morning Nine of 
the Clock. 





Monday, OSober 27. 

The Court being feated James Bradfhaw was tried: He 
was fome Time fince Apprentice to a Manchefter Ware- 
houfe-Man near Cheapfide, and lately a Manufacturer in the 
Check-Trade at Manchetier, engag’d as a Captain in the 
Manchefter Regiment in the late Rebellion, and went with 
the Rebel Army from thence to Derby, and back again to 
Carlifle, where he was afraid to flay ; and when the Body 
of the Rebels fled into Scotland, went with them, and en- 
ter’d into Lord Elcho’s Troop of the Pretender’s Life- 
Guards. 

‘The Evidence in the Defence of the Prifoner alledged, 
That during the greateft Part of his Apprerticefhip, and 
fince he went to fettle at Manchefter, he d.d fevera! ‘Things 
which appeared like Aéts of Lunacy, fuch as g-tting out of 
Bed in the Night, doing himfelf Damage, and abuting his 
Comrade, and upon that A&, he was faftned down in his 
Bed with Straps Bat it being afked, Whether they did 
not believe this was done on Account of his being fubjeét to 
walking in his Sleep? it was confefs'd. Upon the whele, 
the Jury found him Guilty. 

This is the firtt who has been tried, of thofe taken at the 
Battle of Culloden. 

‘the Trials of thofe taken at Carlifle ended on Saturday 
laft. ‘ 

‘The Court adjourn’d till Tuefday Morning Nine of the 
Clock.

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Copy of a Letter from on beard his Majefy's Ship Lenox, 
Capt. Lawrence. 

Port-Royal, Jamaica, Aug. 19, 1746 

“© We arrived here Yefterday, after two Months 
Cruize, under Command of Capt. Cornelius Mitchel ; 
our Squadron confifting of five Sail, viz. the Strafford, 
Plymouth. ard Worceiter, of 60 Guns; the Lenox, ot 
-o Guns ; Milford, of 44 Guns; and the Drake Sloop 
We having Intelligence of a French Fleet being arrived at 
Port Louis, we were ordered to intercept them in their 
Way to Laogan, but before we got up to Windward they 
got in fafe; however, as we knew that the greateft Part 
of the Convoy were bound to Cape Francois, we kept 
cruizing off Cape Nichola. On the 3d of Auguit, about 
3 inthe Afternoon, we fpied about 40 Sail to Leeward, 
and made the Signal to the Commodore, and he made 
another to the Plymouth to give Chace. Soon after we faw 
the whole Fleet, confifting of four Men of War, viz. one 
of 74 Gurt, of 64, of 54, of 44, and 60 Sail of Mar- 
chantmen. The Plymouth was called in at 7 o’Clock ; 
the Body of the Enemy bore from us S, by E. 4 Miles 5 
then the Commodore made a Signal to fpeak with all our 
Ships ; we got clofe to him, and every Captain was afk’d 
his Opinion, whether it was better to engage that Evening, 
or defer it till the Moraing, which laf prevailed; but to 
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keep im fight all Night, and to Windward, and to be 
ready to engage at. Day-light. Tacking fo often the latter 
Part of the Night, we loft fight of them ti'l s in the 
Morning , then taw them under Cape Nichola, bearing S.E

‘The Enemy about 3 Miles off, (who no 
were furprized at our Proceedings) chacd us 3 and at > 
they fired feveral Shot at the Drake; the Worcefler hail’d 
us, and faid it was the Commodore’s Orders we fhould lie 
in the Rear, upon which we fhorten’d Sail, and fell into 

ur Station ; before 8, two large Ships of the Enemy were 
clofe under cur Lee Quarter, and gave us a Broadiide, 
which we return’d, and engag'd for an Hour and a half 
the other two came up fir'd, but at too great a Dittance ; 
the Worceiter and Strafford fir'd fome Shot at the Enemy ; 
but fome of our Ships were fo confus’d, that they fired into 
us, and left us. The Enemy foon after bore away and 
join’d their Fleet. 

The Damage we receiv’d was a Shot thr 
and Mainmait, and our Rigging much cut; as foon as we 
repair’d, we made Sail after our Fleet, and at 1i came up 
with the Commodore, who made a Signal for all Lieute 
nants ; we immediately brought to, and fent our Boat, but 
before fhe got on board, the Commodore made Sail, and 
as he rafs'd, hail'd us, and we were order'd, to put out 
our Lights, and raake Sail, for the Enemy were jo!! 
us; before our Boat return’d our Fleet wzs ovt of f¢ht 
On the 7th, the Drake join’d the Squadron, and gave an 
Account, that fhe was chac’d that Morning by two French 
Men of War, and that the whole Fleet lay under Cape 
Nichola. On the 8th fhe was fent to obferve the Moticns, 
and fecing them to Windward under the Land, return’d in 
the Evening. We kept out of fight of Land fortwo Days, 
and gave the Enemy a Chance to work in fimooth Water, 
and reap the Benefitof a Land Wind to carry them to 
Windward, whilft we were ina great Sea, with a freth of 
Wind. In the Afternoon we made fail in Shoar, and on 
Saturday Morning at Day-break faw the Enemy abbdut four 
Teagues to Windward, and we continued Chacing Night 
and Day till Wednefday Morning, when we had the Mor 
tification to ice them al! get into Cape francois, and hear 
them Salute, and at Night faw great Illuminations in the 
Town.” 

Snme other Letters mention, that the Fneli 
were all mann’d, clean Ships, and fent out on Purpoie to 
intercept the above Flect. 


Extra& of a Letter from on board the Nottinzbam Max 
War, hing at Plymouth Sound, O%. 23. 

“© We arrived at Plymouth on the 2iit Inftant, aad 
take this Opportunity to inform vou of our Succefs on 
the latt Cruize. On Saturday, October 11, at Fonr 
o'Clock in the Morning, we being S. W. ciilant 4 
Leagues from Cape Clear, happen'd to fall in with the 
Je Mars, of 64 Guns, and 510 Men, who after being 
hailed, was an{wered she came from Liverpool, but would 
not bring too as was defired : Wecontinued hailing of her 
till Day-light, when we plainly perceived her to be an 
Enemy, notwithilanding fhe had all the while Eng 
Colours flying; upon which we immediately poured a 
Broadfide into her, at which the le Mars down with Eng 
lifh Colours, and up French, and returned it very {martly : 
The Engagement lafted for upwards of two Hours, when 
the le Mars had fuffered much Damage in her Mafts, 

‘ards, Rigging, and Hull; and finding they had no 
lefs than feven Feet Water in the Hold, anda great many 
Men killed and wounded, was obliged to ftrike. It is trae, 
fhe had 150 Men fick, nevertheless fhe engzged us very
